Elder  Ezra  Taft  Benson  of  the 
Council  of  the  Twelve  will  be  the 
speaker  at  Devotional  Tuesday,  in 
the  Smith  Fieldhouse. 

Elder  Benson  was  educated  at 
Utah  State  Agriculture  College 
and  at  BYU  (where  he  graduated 
with  honors)  and  received  a mast- 
er’s degree  in  1926  from  Iowa 
State. 

He  has  also  received  several 
honorary  doctoral  degrees,  includ- 
ing a doctor  of  science  degree 
from  Rutgers  University  at  New 
Bruns  *vick.  New  Jersey,  and  a 
doctorate  of  public  service  from 
BYU  in  1955.  He  has  also  re- 
ceived a distinguished  service 
award  from  the  BYU  Alumni  As- 
sociation. 


Walker  received  his  M.S.  and  Ph. 
D.  in  soil  science  from  Iowa  State 
University.  He  taught  agronomy 
at  Colorado  State  University  for 
two  years  and  at  Iowa  State  for 
eight  years. 

Dean  Walker  spent  nine  months 
as  consen'ationist  and  agricultur- 
al economist  for  the  U.S.  Depart- 
1948  he  was  chosen  as  chairman 
of  a mission  to  Siam  for  the  Unit- 
ed Nations  Food  and  Agriculture 
Organization.

Dr. Rudger  H.  Walker  will  re- 
tire as  dean  of  the  College  of 
Biological  and  Agricultural  Sci- 
ences effective  August  31. 

Dean  Walker  will  assume  re- 
sponsibilities of  chairman  of  the 
Department  of  Agronomy  and 
Horticulture  in  June.  Present 
chairman,  Raymond  B.  Farns- 
worth will  continue  teaching  and 
devote  additional  time  to  the  In- 
dian Placement  Program. 

Dr.  Walker  has  served  in  the 
position  of  dean  since  1960. 

He  served  as  dean  of  the  School 
of  Agriculture  and  director  of  the 
Agricultural  Experiment  Station 
at  Utah  State  University  begin- 
ning in  1938  and  continuing  until 
1955,  when  he  became  dean  and 
director  of  the  Division  of  Agri- 
cultural Sciences  and  College  of 
Agriculture  at  Utah  State.

Overnight  Parking  Not  The  ksu& 


In  approximately  three  weeks  (June  10) 
the  city  of  Provo  will  begin  enforcing  a 
parking  ordinance  that  meets  none  of  its 
most  pressing  needs.  The  ordinance,  which 
has  been  on  the  books  for  more  than  ten 
years  prohibits  parking  on  city  streets  be- 
tween the  hours  of  2 and  5 a.m. 

A number  of  reasons  have  been  given  for 
the  current  plans  to  enforce  the  ordinance. 
One  of  the  earliest  was  that  of  street  clean- 
ing and  snow  removal.  It  was  stated  that 
overnight  parking  interfered  with  these  pro- 
jects designed  to  beautify  Provo.  Another 
reason  offered  was  that  growth  in  student 
housing  areas  was  causing  congestions  and 
traffic  problems. 

Both  of  these  reasons  were  called  into 
serious  question  because  there  is  little  or 
no  street  cleaning  or  traffic  congestion  at 
2 a.m.  Finally,  at  last  week’s  free  forum 
on  parking,  the  real  reason  was  brought 
out. 

It  seems  that  Provo  has  a building  or- 
dinance that  requires  landlords  to  provide 
1%-parking  spaces  for  every  150-sq.  ft.  of 
bedroom  space.  Bob  Gunn,  administrative 
assistant  to  the  city  commission,  stated 
that  because  “city  inspectors  have  been  lax 
and  landlords  have  changed  their  rental 
plans  after  building  plans  have  been  ap- 
proved” many  housing  units  do  not  have 
enough  parking  space  to  comply  with  the 
building  code. 

Enforcement  of  the  zoning  law  would 
l)lace  a hardship  on  many  landlords  and 
would  close-down  many  units  that  could 
not  comply.  Landlords  renting  to  girls  (17 
per  cent  of  which  have  cars)  would  be  re- 
quired to  provide  as  much  parking  space  as 
those  who  rent  to  boys  (over  65  per  cent 
of  which  have  cars).  Since  existing  condi- 
tions make  it  difficult  if  not  impossible  to 
enforce  the  building  code,  the  commission 
hopes  to  use  students  as  whipping  boys  to 
sort  out  their  problem.
